THE CAPTURED KOLAO HOT 
LEADER. 
- A Chinese correspondent writes as follows 
to the N.-C. Daily News concerning the 
Kolao Hui leader, Chéa Kin-lung whose 
capture was recpntly reported : — 

Chén Kin-img was staying at an inn in 
Soochow, togethur with some 30 comrades, 
: Being no Juader, he vecupicd a separate 
room, He and his ban were gating 
ready to leave for Hangchow, Yaugchow | 
and other inland pleces. Six runners, the | 
most reckless and daring of the Shunghai 
aud Soochow police, mado a dash, one 
night long pust miduight, into Chén's aleep- 
ing apartment. Bat Chin was Dot a 
wan to bo vosily surprised ; he drew a 
sword frem under his pillow und defiod 
his would-he eaptors who, however, had 
expected resistance and arrauged their 
plan of attack—to rush upon the enemy 
simalianeously and overpower him. The 
only drawback to this plan was that Chén 
night call for assistance and bring bis gang 
to the regeus. Strange to say, Chén gave 
no alarm, cither because of utter contempt 
{his adversaries apd of perzonal danger, 
or becauae he did nvt wish to have others 
of the band brought into conflict with the 
runners, Atany rate, after dodging about 
the roum for a minute or more the officers 
Gt the‘law suddenly leaped on him and 
pinned bia to the ground. Gagyed und 
bound they tovk biur on board » stcam- 
lauuch kept ready to start, and earricd him 
in triumph to Shanghai.

He is addressed in the despatches ar * Pa- 
tawang,’ the * Eighth Great Privce,’ and 
gcems ty be commander of a numerous force. 
Three examinations have been held, but 
Chén stuck to the golden rnie of silence. 
Torture waa employed, but ail in yain. 
The only words that could be wrong From 
the prisoner were = ‘Your excallencics, spare 
yourselves the trouble and me the pain. 
am not tho only one ready to give up 
life for the cause I joined. My head, my 
flesh and bones areyours, Take them, and 
end this farce. If you imagine I will botray 
Tay cass, you ate greatly mistaken, Live 
and learn to be cunvinesd that there are men 
who are ready to sscrifice their lifa for the 
goud of a cause which will bring happiness 
fo this country for thousands of generations 
to come.’ ‘The oxamining ctticiale ara 
repcrted to be in despair and are contriving 
nex methods to melt the stolid Kolao. 
They now treat _bim almust aa an equal, 
feasting him on dainty viands and gaturat- 
ing him with strong samahu in hopos of his 
letting out come information or a chance 
word to aid them in discovering something 
more of this formidable sosicty. So for 
they have had ne success. 

Such is street talk about the ‘ Bighth 
Prince of the Kolzo.’ If tho ramour has

The said Hunaness aro keeping their 
courage up, hero are two atorica being 
told about them. Ona ia to the effect that, 
at the present triennial examination at 
Changsha, the literati refused to entor tha 
hall tii] the Governor guaranteed Hunan 
should be preserved uncontaminated by the 
presonce of the foreigner, and that bath be 
and the Literary Chancellor assurod them 
it would be so preserved. According to 
the other story a large numher of influential 
Aunancae have petitioned the throne for 
liberty to drive out the foreigner, under- 
taking to be at all the trouble and expense 
of the performance themsclvos ! 

Wo had a huge fire in Hankow last 
Saturday evening which burned 1,300 
hovgea, and left ten times as many people 
homeless, It is believed there was con- 
siderable loss of life through women and 
children being trampled down and after- 
wards burned. The authorities havo issued 
a motherly proclamation oxhorting the 
peoplo to be more caroful in the way they 
handle fire, but in spite of this there was 
another last night, in Hanyang, when 200 
more hovses were buracd. Everything 
is so dry, aud tha Chinese are go reckless 
in their uso of kerosene and in their smek- 
ing and joss pidgin arrangements, that 
the real wonder 1s not how houses get 
buened, but how they escape.
